INFORMATION DISCLOSURE STATEMENT 

The information disclosure statement filed June 10, 2010 after the mailing of the Notice of 
Allowance on February 8, 2010 fails to comply with 37 CFR 1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of 
each cited foreign patent document; each non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it 
to be listed; and aU other information or that portion which caused it to be listed. 

The Examiner has considered aU the cited prior art except for the foreign reference "AU 
2003237479" as copy of this foreign patent document was not submitted. Moreover, it appears the 
Applicant has submitted two copies of "WO 2004/002591", one being an "A2" copy and the second 
being an "A3" copy. The Examiner has considered both of these and aU other provided prior art. An 
initialed copy of the IDS is attached in which the Examiner has initialed the remaining cited prior art 
except for "AU 2003237479".

The three terminal disclaimers filed on January 4, 2010 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of U.S. Patent No. 
6887157, U.S. Patent No. 7465230, and U.S. Patent No. 7572186 have been reviewed and are accepted. 
The terminal disclaimers have been recorded. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1 -60 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A thorough search for prior art 
fails to disclose any reference or references, which taken alone or in combination, teach or surest, in 
combination with the other limitations, "gaming logic operable to generate the plurality of game outcomes 
or the plurality of separate game outcomes in the 3-D gaming environment wherein said game outcomes 
or said separate game outcomes are generated as a plurality of vertices specified in a 3-D coordinate system 
associated with the 3-D gaming environment, said plurality of vertices defining a plurality of surfaces in the 
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3-D gaming environment on which textures are applied" in combination with "gaming logic operable to 
render a plurality of images of the 3-D gaming environment for presentation on the display wherein only a 
portion of the plurality of game outcomes or only a portion of the plurality of separate game outcomes are 
viewable on the display at one time and wherein the portion of the plurality of game outcomes or the 
portion of the plurality of separate game outcomes that are viewable on the display is detemiined based 
upon at least a position of a virtual camera specified using the 3-D coordinate system of the 3-D gaming 
environment wherein the position of the virtual camera in the 3-D gaming environment determines a 
portion of the plurality of surfaces in the 3-D gaming environment that are visible in each of the plurality 
of images rendered from the 3-D gaming environment, said rendering including projecting the surfaces 
defined in the 3-D coordinate system to a two-dimensional projection surface", (as recited in claim 1, with 
substantially similar recitations in each of claims 20, 32, and 51). 

The closest prior art is the combination of Itlds (U.S. Patent No. 4,856,787) and Nakano (U.S. 
Patent No. 5,745,109). Itkis is directed to a gaming machine having a plurality of games playable on a 
single display screen. Nakano is directed to a 3-D interface having various images arranged on the inner 
face of a cube, where the images on each face of the cube can be changed by user manipulations (i.e. 
spinning the cube such that a different face is in view). However, the combination fails to disclose or 
reasonably teach the limitations as set forth above and as explained in Applicant's remarks of May 26, 
2009. The combination lacks an explicit teaching of a virtual camera and a plurality of vertices specified in 
the 3-D coordinate system defining a plurality of surfaces on which textures are applied, further, there 
position of the virtual camera expHcitiy determines wliich portion of the plurality of surfaces in the 3-D 
gaming environment are visible in each of the images rendered, further where the rendering includes 
projecting the surfaces defined in the 3-D coordinate system to a two-dimensional projection surface. 
Moreover, virtual cameras in 3D environments are known, however, the prior art fails to teach the 
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manipulation of the environment in which the position of the virtual camera explicitly determines which 
portions of the plurality of surfaces, and therefore which portions of the games or game outcomes, in the 
3-D gaming environment are visible in each of the images rendered, specifically in the context of the 
games being played, where the surfaces specifically include one or more games or game outcomes, such as 
multiple outcomes for a single game of chance. 

The Examiner has thoroughly reviewed the prior art as cited in the IDS filed on February 8, 2010 
and June 10, 2010 after the first notice of allowance in the instant application. The instant application is 
given the benefit of the fUing date of tlie parent application, which is August 9, 2001. A careful review of 
the newly cited prior art fails to locate any reference or references, when combined, pre-dating Applicant's 
earliest afforded priority date, that reasonably teach the specific claimed invention. While 3-D 
environments, both for gaming and those not for gaming, are well known as evidenced in the prior art of 
record, the prior art nonetheless fails to teach the specifics of the claimed 3-D gaming environment, as 
claimed.
